Minister Wu places little, if any, |
relisnce upon the reports that vast box-
or armies are forming for the destruc-
tion of the foreigoers, Of course, he
said, there are small upsprings in Lhe
disturbed districts, and small bodies of
Ubinese troops are no doubt seen from
time to time.

He made fourteen speeches
during the day, before crossing the
Ohio river. Mr. Bryan cooncluoded his
day’s work with aepeech to an audience
that taxed the big Auditorinm at Louis-
ville to its utmost,

At a conference of the officials of the
Upited Mine Worker's Union in Hazel-
ton it was decided to hod the conven-
vention in Bcranton. President Mitch-
ell eaid the miners would decide for
themselves whether to sccept the ino-
crease offered, and none of the officials
would ioterfere, Geperal Gobin eu-
pounced in Shenandoah, Pa., last night
that he would send Battery ' home to-
day.

While trying to quiet an Infuriated
man, William J, McUsuley, an actor, of
Philadelphia, was shot apd instantly
killed in a restaurant at Huntington,
W. Va, SBatarday morning, by Pearl
Newman, of that city, the wayward
son of wealthy end prominent parents,
The quarrel which led up to the mur-
der was over a woman, and the only
part teken by McCauley was that of
peacemaker,

More than $200,000,000 will be asked
for the pupport of the army and navy
for the tiscal year ending Juope 50, 1902,
according to present estimates, If
Bryan be elected, it is said, It is propos-
ed to close recruiting offices immediate-
ly after November 6, and enflicient meu
will be discharged by favor and because
of expiration of terms of service to re-
duce the army to the limit Congress
decreed.

Because she thought her lover had
deserted her Miss Carrie Doerr, a pretty
German dressmnker, 32 years of age,
ended her life by inhaling gas at ner
boarding house, in Baltimore, reveral
days ago.

It i8 now
apparent that if the Goveroor does not
call the extra session the legislators
themeelves will do g0,

The campaign on the constitutional
convention will open in this Btate jost
as soon a8 the Presidential election is
over. Indeed it is impossible to keep
this fight back. It will crop out a
every turn, General Walker, the re-
publican nomioee for Congress in the
Ninth distriet, i forciog it to the froni
out there, He is holdiog the demo-
crats responsible for the policy of dis-
frunchising white illiterates, although
the platform of that party expressly
declares against such a proposition.
The General, however, i rigiog the
changes upon his opponents smong
these mountain people, The Nloth
distriet was expected Lo give the demo-
crats more trouble on this issue than
any other part of the State. Congrese-
man Roea, who was & raember of the
Norlolk couvention, fully nuderstood
the feeling out tnere and opposed s
convention, Failing to defeat that,
Judge Roea was against makiong edu-
cation a test of the right of franchise.

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MURDER AND BUICIDE —Eaiston,
Md,, is in a state of great excitement
over the murder and suicide commit-
ted by William E. Whitby, who shot
his wife, Levioa Whitby, and himself
at Easton Point, a small settlement
hall a mile from Easton, where the
Baltimore s'eamera land, Ssturday af-
ternuon. Whithy had moved to the
place only & short tim. ago with his
wife and four small children., He was
an oysterman, and was frequently uo-
der the influence of liquor, It is said
that he eame home drunk on Friday
vight and told his wife that he expect-
ed to kill her before dinner time Batur-
day. He had threatened to kill ber
bafore, bu! Saturdsy morping she be-
came much alarmed, and went over to
a neighoor's house for protection,
Whoithy came home about poon, and,
not finding his wife, went to bring her
home. She sal on the steps, snd he
began to abuse her. Fioally he pulled
out bis pistol and shot her in the back
of the head. Ooe of Lis little girls was
standing by, and began to beg for her
mother’s lite. The father, it is said,
threatened to kill the eohild, and she
ran away, screaming, Mrs, Whithy
rolled ofl the porch, but Whitby pick-
#d her up and placed her on a cbair,
Then he shot her twice more, The
shots attracted several of the neigh-
hors, and, seeing Lhem approaching,
Whitby put the pistol to his own tem-
ple and shot himeelf. He did not die
for hall an hour, while his wile sur-
vived him tbat leogth of time.
